There is no dearth of books 
un the list, although we do not hear of many 
new Lenten publications. 


_ “ EcypTian Sepulchres and Syrian Shrines” 
is a pleasant descriptive book of Oriental travel, 
by Viscountess Strangford, published some 
years ago, and to be shortly reissued in a new 
edition by the Macmillans. The two-dollar 
popular edition of Green’s ‘‘ History of the Eng- 
lish People” is just ready, and will have a wide 
sale. This author furnishes a remarkable ex- 
ample of a writer reaching almost the first rank 
of historical writers within a year after the pub- 
lication of his first book. 


THE first volume to be issued in the “German 
Classics for American Students ” (Putnams), ed- 
ited by Prof. James Morgan Hart, of which we 
have before spoken at length, will be Goethe’s

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A FIFTH novel by Frank Lee Benedict, who 
has already made his place among the leading 
American novelists of the second rank, is in 
press at Harpers, having already been pub- 
lished in England. “Mr. Vaughan’s Money” 
is a somewhat sensational story of misplaced 
wills and treacherous villainy, its scenes laid in 
London, New-York, and California, and one of 
its most strikingly drawn characters is that of 
one of the woman's rights women of the day. 

“Sports that Kill” is the alarum title of 
Mr. Talmage’s next collection of sermons, 
nearly ready at the Harpers. It includes the 
sermons against theatres, indecent publica- 
tions, and other promotives of social sins ac- 
cording to Mr. Talmage’s classification. His 
trumpet gives forth no uncertain sound, and 
these sermons are among the most salient he 
has preached. 


A NEw volume of the Bric-a-Brac series is in 
preparation, devoted to Tom Moore and Jerdon, 
the latter a London journalist contemporary with 
Byron, whose prolix autobiography has a good 
deal of interesting anecdote. These volumes 
will hereafter be illustrated from the Maclise 
gallery, whose clever sketches will be generally 
remembered by all familiar with English litera- 
ture, and the new volume will contain outline 
sketches of the two subjects, and of Sir Walter 
Scott and James Hogg. 


One of the most skilled and cultured 
writers in the At/antic is Mr. Henry James, Jr., 
whose studies of character, chiefly in stories of 
European, and especially Italian society, have 
a critical power and literary finish that few can 
rival. Half a dozen of these charming but 
often sad stories are gathered by Osgood’s into 
a neat volume, “A Passionate Pilgrim, and 
other Stories,” for immediate publication. If it 
takes only half as well as their last venture of 
this sort, Aldrich’s “ Marjorie Daw,” it will do 
abundantly well.

Americana Libraries. 


AN article in a recent issue of the Christian 
Union, on Mr. Bancroft’s splendid collection in 
San Francisco, made as the basis for his great 
work on “The Native Races of the United 
States,” condenses so much information as to 
other libraries rich in Americana that we sum- 
marize it herewith. Recalling that nearly all 
the work in this field has been started by pri- 
vate.individuals, it says : 


The Library of Congress, which is now more 
complete than any other in Americana, would be 
deficient to a mortifying degree did it not con- 
tain the fifty or sixty thousand books and pam- 
phlets which Mr. Peter Force, of Washington, 
spent a life-time in gathering. Of the twenty 
or more libraries devoted to American history, 
all of them having a distinct value of their own, 
full one-half belong to gentlemen in private 
life. Mr. James Lenox, of New-York, is one, 
and when he installs his collection in the chaste 
and ample building now nearly ready for it, and 
which, by his liberality, will be a public institu- 
tion, it will doubtless astonish us with the 
wealth of its contents. Besides its Shake- 
Speariana and a set of Bibles supposed to be 
unmatched for rarity and variety, its American 
department is stated, by those who know some- 
thing of it, to be wonderfully choice and unsus- 
pectedly complete on certain subjects, its own- 
er having spared no expense to secure what 
volumes or documents he has sought. Mr. 
George Bancroft has not been writing our his- 
tory for forty yeats without coming into pos- 
Session of a fine working library on the subject, 
accumulated with care at favorable opportuni- 
ties.

Brooklyn gives us the names of Hon. H. C., 
Murphy, Mr. i: C. Brevoort, and Mr. T. H. 
Fields, whose libraries are not far inferior to 
that of the Long Island Historical Society in the 
same city, if one of them is not even superior to 
it. There are other individuals, quite a num- 
ber, doubtless, to be mentioned, who, without 
collecting libraries for themselves, have made 
special personal efforts towards saving histori- 
cal material ; such men, for instance, as Mr. L. 
C. Draper, who has done much to make the 
Wisconsin Historical Society at Madison what 
it is—the only one in the North-west that merits 
its name ; and still others have been of service 
in various ways, as, for instance, Mr. Joseph 
Sabin, of New-York, who has assumed and 
half completed the enormous task of catalogu- 
ing and locating every book, pamphlet, and 
manuscript relating to American history that 
exists, or is known to ever have existed. The 
aggregaté value of these several private libra- 
ries can hardly be estimated. 

The new library referred to takes a place in 
this circle of private collections, and is to be 
welcomed to it as a most important addition. 
Describing it in a word, it is a library contain- 
ing the history of the western slope of this 
continent. The gentleman to whom the credit 
of organizing it belongs is Mr. Hubert H. Ban- 
croft, the publisher, of San Francisco. Fifteen 
years ago and more, while he was yet struggling 
to establish himself firmly in ‘the book business 
in that city, he encouraged an inclination to 
preserve what scanty material relating to Cali- 
tornia matters came into his hands, and finally 
developed the idea and plans which are now 
realized in his historical collection. The result 
to-day is a library of over sixteen thousand vol- 
umes, pamphlets, and documents, in English, 
Spanish, French, German, and Russian, touch- 
ing discovery, life, and civilization on the Pa- 
cific coast west of the Rocky Mountains, and 
from Behring’s Straits to the Isthmus of Da- 
rien. Mr. Bancroft set himself in earnest on 
his project in the midst of his business, and 
built it up by purchasing material wherever it 
was to be found, visiting this coast and Europe 
several times for the purpose, and leaving his 
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orders with collectors in New-York, London, 
Paris, Berlin, and at other points. Every work 
relating to the Pacific coast that could be had 
elsewhere seems to have had its face set west- 
ward to the new depository in San Francisco. 
It was not long also before some minor indi- 
vidual collections gravitated toward Mr. Ban- 
croft’s larger one. Down the coast at San Die- 
go, a judge, Mr. Befijamin Hayes, had for 
twenty-five years been storing away all sorts of 
documents in the historical line, and these, with 
true public spirit, he has turned over to Mr. 
Bancroft. In Los Angeles, Don Juan Bandini, 
a Mexican with literary tastes, had during his 
lifetime preserved bundles of original letters, 
sketches, and notes, including what a local pa- 
per describes as “an original, inedited manu- 
script history of California from the earliest 
known Spanish settlement up to 1845,” all of 
which his widow, Sefiora Bandini, has gene- 
rously presented to the San Francisco library. 
Still another, and not the least addition to it, is 
the private collection of General M. J. Vallejo, 
“of pure Castilian blood,” who was born in 
Monterey about sixty years ago, and who has 
been largely associated with the public life of 
California, both before and since its annexation 
to the United States. General Vallejo is also 
now rendering the very important service of 
dictating from memory a full and circumstan- 
tial history of California for preservation in the 
new library. Of the several reinforcements, 
however, which the library has received, per- 
haps the most notable is a remnant of what was 
to have been the Imperial Library of the ill- 
fated Maximilian. In the midst of his brief 
success as the restorer of the Mexican Empire, 
he commissioned Don Juan Andrade, a pub- 
lisher and collector of forty years’ standing in 
the city of Mexico, to organize a grand na- 
tional library for the capital, which Andrade 
duly organized, and which he also duly shipped 
out of the country upon Maximilian’s misfor- 
tune. His fine collection was subsequently 
sold in Berlin, where Mr. Bancroft secured 
three thousand volumes on Mexican history 
for his own shelves. 


THis being our Library Number, we desire to 
call the attention of librarians to the importance, 
both for their shelves as a matter of literary 
record, and for their offices as a volume for daily 
use, of copies of the “ Uniform Trade List An- 
nual.” In this connection we may copy the 
pleasant words said of it in the latest issue of 
the London Bookseller : 


Now that the *‘ Trade List” is in actual use, one wonders 
how the trade could have done without it all along. The 
cost to the publisher is comparatively trifling, and the sum 
charged to the retailer is little more than nominal, while the 
benefit to both is inconceivable. All who have made use of 
the book have been largely aided in carrying on their busi- 
ness, and publishers must have gained largely. We have 
good reason to know that, even from the comparatively 
small number of copies circulated in this country, many or- 
ders have been sent for books which were hitherto unknown, 
The smaller publishers especially have been benefited ; for 
in this volume the man who only publishes twenty books is 
placed on precisely the same level as the Harpers, the Ap- 
pletons, or the Lippincotts. ° We are glad to see 
that the work has been so successful, and hope that Mr. 
Leypoldt has found a solid reward for his labors. . . . 
In any case, Mr. Leypoldt will have earned the respect and 
good wishes of all bookbuyers and booksellers. 


We could not now supply the volume for 
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1873, even to libraries, but a few copies of that 
for 1874 are still offered for sale at $1.50. The 
Annual Reference Lists, also essential to al] 
enterprising libraries, will be found advertised 
elsewhere, and we hope to hear from such libra- 
ries as are not already in possession of them. 


Ir has been decided not to hold the Book 
Fair at the date originally named, as prepara - 
tion could scarcely be made sufficiently com- 
plete to insure success, and it is very desirable 
that the first fair should have every advantage. 
We hear that Mr. Leavitt proposes, however, a 
(last) Spring Trade Sale, which we can not help 
deprecating as decidedly antagonistic to the 
reform, since it will enable the professional 
undersellers to stock up heavily, and thus carry 
odds against their brethren who are trying to 
build up the trade to what it should be. 

THE next meeting of the Central Booksellers’ 
Association is to be held February gth, at which 
time the Committee to procure signatures will 
make their report, and lay before the Associa- 
tion the recent correspondence with Messrs. 
Lippincott. This meeting will be of exceptional 
importance in the history of reform, and it is 
desirable that no member should fail to be 
present. 


WE may emphasize our statements concerning 
Astor Place as the publishing centre, by men- 
tioning that among the religious societies spo- 
ken of as in the Bible House, should be named 
the large establishment. of the New-York 
branch depository of the American Sun- 
day-School Union, whose publications “go 
throughout the land.” This branch has been 
under the excellent management of Mr. G. S. 
Scofield for a number of years. 


WHO Is THE AUTHOR OF THE “ Swiss FAMILY 
RoBINSON ?”—The very query addressed to us 
is a reproach to the publishers of the various 
versions of this popular book. We have exa- 
mined several publishers’ catalogues, and in 
none is credit given to the author or authors. 
Not having any of the English translations or 
imitations on hand, we simply give the follow- 
ing facts: The original work is by Johann 
Rudolph Wyss (not von Wyss, as recorded in 
some library catalogues), a Swiss preacher, born 
at Bern, 1781, and died 1830. The book was 
written in German and published at Ziirich, 
1812, under the title : “ Der schweizerische Robin- 
son, oder der schiffbriichige Schweiserprediger und 
seine Familie.” A sort of continuation of the 
story was written, or rather compiled from 
various sources, by Jeanne Isabelle Pauline 
[Polier de Bottens, dame de Crousaz] baronne 
de Montolieu, born at Lausanne, 1751, died 
1832. This work was published in Paris, 1824 
(and subsequently reprinted in Bruxelles), under 
the title “ Ze Robinson suisse, ou journal d'un 
pore de famille naufragé avec ses enfants.”

Obituary. 
CHARLES D. GOULD. 


Tue trade loses one of its oldest and most 
honored members by the death of Deacon 
Charles D. Gould, as he was generally known, 
which occurred in Boston on Sunday, 17th 
January. Some weeks since he was injured in 
getting on a street-car, and his death resulted 
from this cause. He was born in New-Ipswich, 
N. H., February 2d, 1807. Coming to Boston 
in early life, he formed a connection with the 
publishing house then known as that of Gould, 
Kendall & Lincoln, who were the successors 
of Lincoln & Edwards. The firm became still 
better known as Gould & Lincoln, which name 
it has since retained, although the original firm 
was dissolved in April, 1874, by the retirement 
of Mr. Lincoln. It is curious to note that Mr. 
Gould entered into the book business (G., K. 
& L.) January 17th, 1835, and died January 17th, 
1875, just forty years after. Deacon Gould was 
a leading member of the Baptist denomination 
in Boston, and did vast good by his manly and 
untiring service for religion. The twenty-five 
year old firm of Gould & Lincoln has always 
been careful of its imprint, which has covered 
an excellent list, largely of Baptist works. 
Among the authors whose books it has pub- 
lished may be named those of Agassiz, Guyot, 
Hugh Miller, John Harris, Hare, Phelps, 
Adams, William R. Williams, Francis Wayland, 
Stow, Hague, and many others, well known to 
fame. Such a man as its senior partner 1s 4

Gott- 
schall’s well-known “ Poetic” has reached a 
third edition, and Lemke’s cheap “ Popular 
Esthetic” a fourth. The new edition of 
Schnasse’s important ‘“ Art History” is making 
progress, and Bruno Bucher has begun a superb- 
ly got-up “ History of the Technical Arts,” a 
book that will, in part, fill a gap long felt in 
German art. The same remark will apply to 
the “ Original Authorities for the History of 
Art” of Von Eitelberger, the director of the 
newly-founded Vienna Museum for Art and 
Industry, the first institution of the kind in 
Germany. Several volumes of the work have 
already been published. 


M. C. F. WALTHER, principal librarian of the 
Imperial Library of St. Petersburg, published, 
at the expense of Prince Tossoupoff, in 1864, a 
“Catalogue Bibliographique et Raisonné” of 
“Les Elzevir de la Bibliothéque Impériale 
Publique de St. Pétersbourg” (Dufour). Now 
M.S. J. Siennicki has followed suit by publish. 
ing Les Elsevir de la Bibliotheque de [ Université 
Impériale de Varsovie (Imprimerie du Journal 
Wieck). The volume is well got up, in old- 
faced type, and illustrated with twenty-three 
plates on India paper, showing the various 
printers’ marks of the Elzevirs, and the book- 
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THE Atheneum states that “ A. Michiels, the

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Mr. ALEXANDER J. SHELDON, the late libra- 
rian of the Grosvenor Library, has been en- 
gaged for some time past upon a work of great 
usefulness, namely, a “ Periodical Index,” or 
index to the contents of all periodicals, both 
foreign and American. Mr. Sheldon’s work 
will not only supplement “ Poole’s Index,” ex- 
tending the indices to a much later period, but 
it will be more comprehensive and is con- 
structed upon an improved plan. In general 
arrangement it is modeled after ‘“ Todd's Index 
Rerum,” and American periodicals will be 
separately classed in the indexing. We are 
sure that there will be a welcome ready for this 
book when it appears. Mr. Sheldon has also 
been engaged upon an elaborate historical work 
relating to Niagara, which, we are informed, is 
now completed. Of the scope and character 
of the work we are as yet without kaowledge, 
but it is safe to expect something excellent. 
It will constitute a massive quarto volume of 
some nine hundred pages.—Auffalo Courier. 


AMHERST, Mass., has a free public library 
which has published a twenty-eight page fine 
catalogue. It owes its origin to a local book- 
club, gradually expanding into the present 
promising proportions. 


THE National Library of Paris shows an in- 
crease of 824,000 to 2,000,000 volumes in twenty- 
five years; that of the British Museum from 
435,000 to 1,100,000; the Bodleian and that of 
the University of Cambridge respectively, from 
220,000 to 310,000, and from 166,700 to 250,000. 
The National Library at Paris alone now con- 
tains above half a million more volumes 
than were in the former period contained in 
allthe seven public libraries of Paris put to- 
gether. In 1849 all the public libraries in 
the United States together held only 980,000 
volumes; now they contain very nearly twenty 
millions. On the other hand, the great Ger- 
man libraries of Miinich, Berlin, and Vienna 
appear to have not increased 50 per cent in 
this period. These facts we glean from an in- 
teresting report to the American Social Science 
Association. 

A NOTICEABLE suggestion as to Sunday- 
school libraries, especially in places where no 
other libraries exist, has been made by Rev. 
Dr. J. T. Crane, in the Sunday-School Times. 
He proposes to have two departments to the 
libraries—one from which the children can take 
books for their week-day reading, and of which 
their parents can have the benefit, and the 
other the Sunday library proper. Such a secu- 
lar library might in many places prove the foun- 
dation of public libraries hereafter. 


TrUsBNeER's Record speaks of the list of medi- 
cal periodicals printed by the Surgeon-General’s 
Department, as a portion of the Catalogue of 
the Library of the Medical Department of the 
U. S. Army, as probably the most complete 
ever compiled. This list has been struck off 
and issued separately in pamphlet form, and 
contains 99 pages. Classed under the various 
countries in which they are published, each 
country’s periodicals are arranged in alphabeti- 
cal order. 


One of the interesting features of the Lon- 
don Athemeum, since September, has been the 
series of papers on the public and guasi-public 
libraries of London, among which have been 
or will be-described, Sion College Library, 
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the Library at Lambeth Palace, the Library of 
Dr. Williams, the Guildhall Library, the Library 
at Westminster Abbey, and the Cathedral Li. 
brary at St. Paul’s; the Library of the Patent 
Office, the Libraries of Lincoln’s Inn, Gray’s 
Inn, and the Inner and Middle Temple ; the Li. 
brary of the College of Physicians, also of the 
College of Surgeons ; also the Libraries of the 
Royal Society, of the Society of Antiquaries, 
and of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 


THOsE who desire a royal road to learning of 
the literature of the European, Continent for 
the past year should not fail to read the careful 
summaries of Continental literature given in 
the London Atheneum of December 26th, 1874, 
and January 2d, 1875. 


IN a recent report, Mr. ied Dexter, of Cin- 
cinnati, librarian of the Historical and Philo- 
sophical Society of Ohio in Cincinnati, gives 
an interesting statement of his method with 
pamphlets, the usual card system being made 
use of for bound volumes: “ The pamphlets 
are similarly catalogued, and their cards are 
cumseiinels numbered in red ink, while those 
of bound volumes are numbered in black ink. 
A glance at a card thus tells whether the title 
belongs to a volume or to a pamphlet. Each 
pamphlet is numbered to correspond with its 
card, and the pamphlets are then arranged, 
without regard to subject, numerically in paste- 
board boxes, a little larger than the ordinary 
8vo size, and about two and a half inches deep, 
with a common cover. When the box is filled, 
it is numbered on the outside end with the 
numbers of the first and last pamphlet within 
it. and placed flat upon the shelf. The next box 
filled continues the series of numbers, and goes 
on to the first box, and so on the pile is built up. 
Shelves break the pile at every fourth box, and 
thus in no case can more than three boxes re- 

| quire to. be moved to get at any pamphlet. If 

| any pamphlet is demanded, the card catalogue, 

| arranged alphabetically according to author and 

| Subject, shows whether the library has a copy, 

| and likewise the number of the pamphlet, which 

| can then be obtained from the numerically ar- 
ranged boxes without trouble. This arrange- 
ment of pamphlets keeps them clean and un- 
creased, and likewise makes them as accessible 
as bound volumes. There is also great econo- 
my of space in it. A series of reports may be 
scattered through a dozen boxes, widely sepa- 
rated, but the cards come together in the cata- 
logue drawer, and readily indicate the place of 
each report.” 


Mr. F. B. Patrerson, of 32 Cedar street,

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THE Publishers’ Circular states that in the year 
1874 there were published in Great Britain 3351 
new books, 961 new editions of older books, 
and 291 importations from America, making a 
total of 4603, or 388 less than in the preceding 
year. This falling off may be accounted for by 
the increase in the cost of production. There 
is a decline of nearly 150 in the theological 
books, but an increase in the number of scien- 
tific works and in the books classed under the 
title, “ Essays, Belles Lettres, etc.” The publi- 
cations of the year are divided into 14 classes. 
There are 664 theological works, 478 of them 
being new books, and not merely new editions, 
nor American importations; of educational, | 
classical, and philological works the num- 
bers are 365 in all, 301 being our new books; 
of juvenile works, the two numbers are 229 and 
207 ; novels, 825 and 516; law, 124 and 71; on 
politics and trade, 133 and 101 ; arts, science, 
and illustrated works, 623 and 421 ; travels and 
geographical research, 244 and 178 ; history, 
biography, etc., 393 and 265; poetry and the | 
drama, 305 and 223; year books and serials in | 
volumes, 249 and 243; medicine, 135 and 95; | 
belles lettres, essays, monographs, etc., 211 and 
150; miscellaneous, including pamphlets, but 
not sermons, 103 and 93. Of the 3351 new books, 
133 were published in January, 225 in February, 
310 in March, 204 in April, 370 in May, 238 in 
June, 234 in July, 207 in August, 186 in Septem- 
ber, 284 in October, 369 in November, 591 in 
December.

Packages by Mail—Who are the Masters ? 
NASHVILLE, TENN., Jan. 16th, 1875. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly: 


Dear Sir: In the Associated Press tele- 
grams from Washington, under date of the 
15th inst., is the following significant dispatch : 


THE ADAMS EXPRESS COMPANY PROTESTING. 


E. S. Sanford, of the Adams Express Company, was 
heard by the House Committee on Post-offices to-day, | 
with reference to the law allowing packages weighing less 
than four pounds to pass through the mails at the rate of 
half acent an ounce. Mr. Sanford claimed that the express 
company pays the railroad companies more than double this 
rate, and have notified them that if express matter conti- 
nues to be put into the mails, the company can not conti- 
nue to pay the railroad companies the rates now charged for 
its express packages. The present Post-office law, while 
injuring express companies, involves heavy loss to the Go- 
vernment. The express company asks that the evil shall 
be remedied. There will be a further hearing. 


I hasten to call your attention to the question 
herein involved ; for it is of vital importance to 
publishers, booksellers, and the public, that 
the present law should remain in force, as it 
thus enables them to handle small packages 
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through the mails, at rates that are not ruinous 
to profits. The public good demands a con- 
tinuance of present regulation ; and the repeal 
of a law that conveys a universal benefit, that 
is promotive of literary culture, and meets the 
wants of the people of all conditions, and in 
all sections of the country—the repeal of this 
law, solely for the benefit of a wealthy and 
overgrown monopoly, while perhaps character- 
istic of the times, would be monstrous, and a 
direct insult to the intelligence of the American 
people. Are they to be made to believe that 
the loss to the Adams Express Co. of a small 
portion of the bulk of packages in daily transit 
would involve loss to the Government? How 
so, when the Government is paid half a cent an 
ounce for carrying the same, with xo increase 
of expense by the addition? As to how it will 
affect the railroad interest, I think the matter 
is entirely too small to bring the two monopo- 
lies into collision. But should it do so, and 
the express monopoly be entirely destroyed, 
would it not be a gain to the public. and es- 
pecially to business men of every class? | 
venture the assertion that nine tenths of the 
business men in every city of the Union would 
rejoice at the change. Mr. Sanford, in his 
protest, makes only three points in his argu- 
ment for the “ remedy of the evil” to the ex- 
press company, viz.: 

I. The company can not continue to pay 
the railroads the rates now charged by them on 
packages, if the Government continues the 
present regulation. 

II. The present. Post-office law injures the 
express company. 

III. It involves loss to the Government. 

In answer to these allegations, we are in- 
formed that the House Committee has pro- 
mised a further hearing. Now, suppose the 
railroads, in consequence of the present regu- 
lation (concerning four-pound packages and 
under), lower their rates to the express com- 
pany, or suppose they do not, only a small 
loss is involved to one or the other of the com- 
panies, who can well afford this small diminu- 
tion of their profits, while it would seriously 
affect the interest of a large class of the busi- 


| ness community, and retard the literary growth 


of the public, who are unquestionably vastly 
benefited by their ability to obtain books at 
much lower rates than through the express 
company. 

As to Mr. Sanford’s statement that the pre- 
sent law involves loss to the Government, 
that is just a little bit “too thin.” Before a 
law that has given such wniversal satisfac- 
tion to the community at large is repealed or 
altered, the people would like some evidence 
for the necessity thereof. Uncle Sam was 
inclined to growl for a while when the postal- 
card system went into effect, alleging that a 
large source of revenue would be cut off by 
the diminution that would ensue in the quan- 
tity of letters that would be sent through the 
mails (superseded by one-cent postal cards). 
But what is the result? The statistics of the 
Post-office Department show that, contrary to 
all expectation, there was a decided increase of 
all classes of mail matter, much to the benefit of 
Uncle Sam and his nephews. So let there be no 
tampering with a law that is so beneficial, and 
desirable to the interest of all classes of bust- 
ness and commerce generally. Yours oa

“Mr. Platt has worked out an idea so striking for its at- 
tractiveness and utility, that, perceiving it, we at once go to 
wondering that somebody else had not executed it before him. 
He has gone over the vast and superb areas of John Ruskin’s
